Just got off the phone with Kristan. It was at the creamery meeting on Saturday that the 
Board learned of the July losses. They were anticipating another good month, however with 
attomey fees, overtime, a ruined batch of milk, and the increased cost of outside milk 
(43% increase since June) that did not occur. She said that Halcro had the inforraation 
before the Board, most of which she says is inaccurate. She met w/attorneys on Saturday 
and I can provide additional information on that tomorrow. 



She said they have cut a million dollars and they have worked so hard in trying to find 
solutions, but one thing they don't have any control of, or can't fix, is the cost of 
outside milk. And, the fixed costs are the same whether we're producing through the plant 
or buying outside. 



Tomorrow morning is the Board of Ag meeting. Following they will call an emergency meeting 
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of the Creamery Board where they will take action on raising prices, changing terms of 
agreements, contacting a CPA firm that specializes in creameries to perform an audit, and 
discussing the future of MM.
